He put sev- 
eral questions in reference to the terms of 
proposed agreement Yvetween the council 
and gas company, which were answerd by 
the Mayor,Councillors Collinge and Orr, 
The Doctor seemed rather fractious and 
disposed to view the report as having been 
arrived at witbout sufhcient care for the 
interest of the people as against the vas 
company. and allowed his .emper to get 
slightly ruffled when told by Coun, Orr 
that it was a matter he ought to be able to 
figure out as to how much light we were 
binding the gas company to give to the 
dollar.

Orr thanked the Doctor for the suggestion 
but suid they had not neglected to discuss 
that question with the gas company. but 
that the company declined to be bound to 
sell out at figures that could now be nawed 
unless the town would agree to be bound 
to buy outif the company wanted to sell 
The position the Doctor appeared to want 
to place the company in would be this: 
l'hat 1f the company were successful and 
they were getting good returne for the 
capital risked in the venture, then the 
town should take it from them at a nom- 
inal figure, but if gas was not found and 
all the money put into it was lost, then 
the company might go where gas is fur- 
nished ‘*‘free"’ and help themseives, Mr, 
Orr went into details too long for us to

We 
ask our dalegates to iaterview the Hon 
Mr. Carling on this matters, We would 
etigzest that an intelligent Ivelander who 
can read and write both the Icelandic 
and Enylish and who hus hadexperience 
in Alberta should be sent to meet there 
people at rome point if not in Iceland 
then to the point in Scotland where they 
usually come in amall nuinbors on small 
steamers, and take ship in larger num- 
bers for America.

The concert and lectare in the Royal 
Opera House Saturday night proved, as 
we. predicted, a great success, The hull 
was filled to the very doors with an appre- 
ciutive audience, [he inecription over 
the platform was a puszier to many.

Northwest Fruit Culture. 

The subject of fruit culture occupies, we 
are glad to learn, a due share of attention 
at the Central Farm near Ottawa, superin- 
tended by Prof. Saunders. ‘This is a sub- 
ject, indeed, to which that gentieman has 
for many years devoted attention ae may 
be seen from the reporta of socicties in On- 
tario with which he was connected.

COMMERCIAL DEVELOPMENT. 

The folloving extract taken from the 
Canadian Gazette, from a paper rend be 
fore the Royal Statistical Society of Lon- 
don, Feb, 23d, 1888, by Mr. Joseph Col- 
mer, we give below: 

“The next section of Mr. Colmer’s pa- 
per was devoted to the progress of Can- 
adian commerce since Confederation. 
During this period the aggregate of the 
exportsand imports had grown from 
131,027,532, lo $189,675,875; or, divid- 
ing the nineteen years into four periods 
—the “cycles” in which the trade of 
Canada, like that of other countries, 
moved —and taking the yearly average, It 
is seen that in 1868-71 the trade was 
$45,142,974; in 1872-76, $200,914,189; 
in 1877-81, $175,817,472; and in 18X2-%6, 
$209,511,158. However, as Mr. Colmer 
says, it must be remembered that in the 
third period Canada was suflermg from 
extreme depression; wiule within the 
last nine yeurs tie development of the 
manufacturing industries has led to a 
transition in the trade of the country. 
This feature is not, of course, represent— 
ed in any adequate degree by these ftig- 
ures. ‘hey merely show the outside 
trade of the Dominion, for the most part 
leaving out of account both the immense 
strides made by the country in develop- 
ing its resources, and the consequent of 
the inter-Provinc:al trade, rendered pos- 
sible by the construction of connecting 
railways, and also .he increase that is 
apparent in the wealth of the inhabit- 
ants.
